Little Rook, Sept. 27.—Marcus H. 
Whitely was hung at Pocahontas yes- 
terday for the murder of Duke Suni- 
nor in February, 1877. 


Whitely left a written confession 
which was made i)ublic after his 
death. 
On it an eflbrt was 
made for a respite or commutation, 
but as the confession disclosed that 
he was an acce.saory to tlie brutal 
murder and robbery of his victim, 
the governor declined to interfere. 


Whitely and Joe Davis undertook 
to ])ilot .Sumner from Pocaliontas to 
Cherokee Bay on the 4th of February, 
1877. 
All were under the influence 
of liquor. 
Davis, seeing that Sumner 
had money, proposed the murder, to 
which Whitely asscuted. 


Arriving at a lonely place, «unex- 
pectedly to Whitely, Davis drew a 
pi^tpl and 
ftt 
Sumner. 


Whitely then fired and missed him and 
rode off toward town, he firing 
other shots as he left. Davis overtook 
liim and said h!e had killed Sumner. 
They were arreisted that night at 12:- 
05 a. in. 


Whitely was conducted to the scaf- 
fold, after having a good 
night's 
sleep. 
After 
religious 
exercises 
by 
lierv's. Wilson and Armstrong, 
he was assisted and seated near the 
trap, bering very weak. 


The sheriff read the death warrant, 
and ^Vll¡tely ¡declined to make any 
address. 
He asked for a drink of wa- 
ter, and the request was granted. 


Anothea- prayer was ottered for him, 
and the ministers bade him farewell. 
He reqtteated them to write his wife 
that he was going home. 


The 
drop fell-at 
1.12. 
After 


four mamtes he was still alive. At 
1.30 he was pronounced dead by the 
physicians aud he was cut down ¡i few 
minutes later. 
He was calm through- 
out, the head drooping aud in tears.

FARM NOTES. 


The average stride of the horse at a 


fast gallop is twenty-four feet; that 
of the trotting horse at his highest 
speed, seventeen feet. 


As the feed begins to fail see that 


the stock -have what they want to eat, 
upon being driven up at night. A 
little food early saves flesh later. 


In the department of tbe Nord, the 


most important agricultural region of 
France, the number of cattle kept 
now is one head to each two and a 
half acres; in 1840 it was one to five 
acres. 


Have you a meadow that you want 


to keep in heart another year? Top- 
dress it immediately. 
You will see 


the benefit in the next grass crop, 
and when broken up for other crops, 
you will continue to see what manure 
will do. 


The wood of the apple tree is very 


fine-grained, and when green weighs 
from 48 to 56. pounds per cubic foot, 
and when dried loses one-tenth. The 
wood is used in the manufacture of 
shoe lasts, plane handles, cog wheels, 
and the like. 


One of the most important matters 


in the care of hogs in the autumn, not 
only in .stackers, but fattening hogs, 
is to keep them dry under foot, give 
them plenty of the best food, and espec- 
ially see that their sleeping quarter 
be dry' and warm, and at the same 
time well ventilated. 


California farmers are quite success- 


ful in their prevention of smut in 
seed wheat. The proportion they use 
ofbluestone (sulphate of copper) to 
each ton of wheat is ten pounds. The 
solution is applied in troughs, the 
wheat being placed therein and enough 
of the liquid applied to cover tbe 
grain. 


Owing to the partial fa;lure of the 


hay crop in England an export trade 
in hay may be expected from America. 
Already shipments of pressed . hay 
have been made from Canada, and the 
same may be expected from our At- 
lantic ports, provided freight at any 
time should be sufficiently favorable. 
In London good hay is selling at $30 
to $32 a ton of 2,240 pounds. 


In applying night soil to pear trees, 


which he does once in two or three 
years, Mr. Baldwin Coolidge, of Law- 
rence, places it in a series of holes dug 
around the tree, three or four holes to 
each tree, and from four to six feet 
from tbe tree to tbe nearest edge of 
the holes. The place is covered after 
the night soil is applied, and its effect 
upon the growth of the tree is wonder- 
ful. 


As an instance of how tropical trees 


grow in tropical climates, it is said 
that three years after the seed of the 
orange tree is planted in the ground 
there the tree will be 15 feet high, and 
the fourth year will yield a hundred 
oranges. At ten years it will often 
produce 2,000 oranges. Those who 
have nursed tbese trees in pots in 
the north will appreciate the differ- 
ence. 


Electricity in Flowers. 


[Lafayette Courier.] 


. Last evening a gentleman of this 
city accidently made n most singular 
discovery respecting the electrical in- 
fluence of the ordinary morning glory 
vines. Seated near the lattice work, 
over which the vine was trained, his 
attention was attracted to a single 
little branch tipped with a growing 
line extending 
straight 
out from 


the rest, and speculated 
within 


himself whether the tiny hairs with 
which the stem was clothed were not 
placed there for the purpose of con- 
ducting the eclectrie fluid of the 
atmosphere to the plant. In order to 
continue 
his investigation he ap- 


proached his linger within a half 
inch of it, and was amazed to observe 
a slight—almost imperceptible—yet 
unmistakable motion of the stem. As 
he pushed his finger a little nearer the 
stem trembled very visably and was 
seemingly attracted and repelled from 
him. 
The hairs which he noticed be. 


fore did not move, but remained erect. 
There was no wind at the time and 
the motion was purely an induced one. 
After this interesting experiment he 
placed the end of his finger within a 
short distance of tbe growing bud, 
and slowly moved in a circular direc- 
tion. Tbe stem followed the motion 
until it was bent in tbe shape of a 
letter C., and when the finger was 
withdrawn 
instantly 
gained 
its 


straight position. 
This lust experi- 


ment was witnessed by several persons, 
all of whom tried it with varying suc- 
cess.
